Boll Weevils 
Threaten Dixie 
Cotton Yields 


Heavy Rains And High Grass 
Aid 
Growth 
Of 
Pests. 


A tlanta (A P)—Boll 
weevils and 
the weather m ay do w hat legisla­ 
tures were unable to accomplish 
last spring — control cotton pro­ 
duction in the south. 
From 
practically 
every 
section 
east bf the Mississippi river where 
cotton is grown have come reports 
of heavy weevil infestation. 
Heavy 
rains have caused 
grass 
to 
grow 
rapidly and aided 
the 
spread 
ol 
weevils. 
County farm agents in south Ala­ 
bam a report boll 
weevils 
very ac­ 
tive and "ready to attack 
squares 


as soon as they are large enough.” 
In D allas county, which led 
the 
state in cotton production prior to 
weevil infestation, the pests are 50 
per cent more active 
than a year 
ago. 
Spartanburg county, South Caro­ 
lina, reported a 300 per cent in ­ 
crease in weevil 
infestation 
in 
a 
period of IO days. 
Union 
county. 
South 
Carolina, 
sent reports of as high as 500 wee­ 
vils per acre, which 
is an extra­ 
ordinary heavy infestation. 
J. 
C, 
Holton, commissioner 
of 
agriculture 
in 
Mississippi, 
said 
is very heavy an d Will greatly de­ 
crease production. 
"If the heavy 
weevil 
infestation 
continues," Holton added, "farm ers 
m ust soon decide whether to sac- 
siflce the feed crops and fight the 
weevils, or to 
cultivate 
the feed 
crops and intensify cotton effort to 
sm aller and favored areas." 
The pink boll worm has made its

Dr. Joseph T. Rothrock, affection­ 
ately known as the Father of Penn­ 
sylvania Forestry. 
Popular Forest Regions 
The Mont Alto state forest and 
the neighboring Michaux state for­ 
est, both of which lie within the 
South mountains and their adja­ 
cent foothills, principally in Adams 
and Franklin counties, are among 
the most 
popular forest 
regions 
within the state. Their 
manifold 
attractions, beautiful scenic drives, 
timber-clad mountain slopes 
with 
great varieties of trees, shrubs and 
wild flowers, good hunting and fish­ 
ing, excellent opportunities for hik­ 
ing and camping, and an abundance
